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TODAY A COURSE OF ACTION 


By REV. ARNOLD CROMPTON 
Minister The First Unitarian Church of Oakland 


We are human beings trying to 
live the best lives that we know, 
trying to make the world a little 
better for our presence, trying to 
give ourselves a chance at the 
good life. And we are tired of war. 
We are angry at what it does to 
us and to other people. We have 
reached a practical ethics which 
regard human life as sacred. 

We don't want fine speeches 
from preachers or politicians. We! 
know what they will say before 
they start. We want the kind of 
action which will end war, which 
will “wage the peace.” 

At this present time, with the 
reality of a totalitarian predatory 
power confronting us, the action 
many of us accept is a strong na- 
tional defense coupled with inter- 
national agreements, principally 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
zation and the United Nations. 
This action has a two-fold simple 
process of reasoning behind it. By 
a display of strong, coordinated 
Gefense power, we expect to neu- 
tralize the threat of the agressor. 
Yet in the event we fail in this, 
then—at least—we are prepared to 
meet the thrust of sudden attack. 

We have not given up the hope 
of eventual disarmament. Neither 
have we surrendered to the feel- 
ing of the inevitability of war. We 
are simply trying to be practical. 
The Communists, like the Nazis, 
have not been silent as to their 
ultimate aims concerning us. 

I realize that I am discussing 
blunt and unhappy facts. But [

Two proposals for unifving prot- 
estantism in the United States are 
now under discussion. 

The proposals, both of which 
have large groups of supporters 
within the various denominations, 
are, in brief: 

The Greenwich Plan: This pro- 
posal is the outgrowth of a church 
unity conference held in Green- 
wich, Conn., in 1949. It called for 
the establishment of a “United 
Church of Christ” combining some 
of the features of Methodism, 
Presbyterianism and Congregation- 
alism, It provided for an episco- 
pate and four levels of church ad- 
ministration: local, 
sectional and national. Under the 
Greenwich Plan, the various de- 
nominations would be bound to- 
gether in a full merger, thus los- 
ing their separate identities. 

The Federal Union Plan: This 
“blueprint” for Protestant unity, 
conceived and promoted by the 
Rev. Dr. E. Stanley Jones, noted 
missionary to India, would permit 
each denomination to retain its 
identity while becoming a “branch” 

f a United Protestant Church 
as the Lutheran Branch of 
United Church, or the Methodist 
Branch of a United Church.
